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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . In response to the amendments filed on 19-April-2008, claims 1-14 are canceled and new 
claims 15-32 are added per applicant's request. Therefore, claims 15-32 are pending in the 
application, of which claims 15 and 24 are presented in independent form. 

Allowance 

2. Claims 15-32 are allowed over the prior art made of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant's amendment filed on 19-April-2008, overcome the cited prior art with 
respect to the independent claims: 

Independent claims 15 and 24 were amended to recite receiving a pre-authentication 
request to establish a communication link between the client and a selected application server 
in the list; providing the selected application server with information, including the client 
identifier, for authenticating a link request sent directly from the client to establish a link 
between the client and the application server, and providing the client with the client 
identifier to forward the link request directly to the selected application server to establish the 
link between the client and the application server. 

The prior art of record do not disclose, teach, or suggest the above claimed limitations (in 
combination with all other features in the claim.)
